Throughout  our  lives  we  will  acquire  debts.  Our  elders 
can  attest  to  this  fact,  and  in  four  years,  certainly  most 
of  us,  as  college  graduates,  will  have  a  very  good  idea  of 
what  it  means  to  be  in  debt.

More  importantly,  we  have  become  comfortable  with  sim¬ 
ply  being  ourselves,  consistent  with  the  advice  that 
Brother  Cook  gave  us  as  freshman  in  September  of  1992, 
and  that  he  has  repeated  to  us  throughout  the  duration 
of  our  attendance  here. 

Most  importantly,  we  are  indebted  to  those  who  have 
stood  behind  us  throughout  our  entire  lives,  our  fami¬ 
lies.  Their  resources  have  sustained  usthroughout  our 
childhood  and  adolescence.  Their  encouragement  has 
propelled  our  desires  to  excel  and  succeed  in  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  a  challenge.
